ADMIRAL HILL 
UN LAST VOYAGE 


High Chilean’ Naval Official 
Once Lived in Atlanta, 


Pensacola, Fla. August .27.—Charles 
H. Hill, for twenty years holding a com- 
mission in the American navy as first 
lieutenant, whioh he resigned to become 
captain in the Brazillan navy, com- 
manding the cruiser Nichtherov, and 
who afterwards was rear admiral in 
the Chilean navy, died here today. 

In addition to serving in three navies, 
Hill was a captain of volunteers In the 
Spanish-American war, and when latér 
was mustered out of servige. went to 
South Africa, where he i commisr 
sioned a captain in the Boer army, gerv- 
ing under General Cronje. 

It is sald that Hill, at his death was 
reduced financially to the verge af 
pauperism. ;

A few years ago—some time after the 
Spanish-American. war, Charles Hill 
was a well-known figure on Atlanta 
A man of fine physique, stand-

The estimated loss in the 
neighborhood of Columbia is placed at 
$300,000. The railroads are almost com- 
pletely tied up, only one line remaining 
Open—that of the Southern to Char- 
lotte. 

Notice has been served by practically 
every road in the state that perishable 
freight will not be accepted for ship- 
ment to points north of Columbia. 

Three additional! lives were lost today, 
two negroes being drowned at Saluda 
and one negro drowned at Laurens. 

Estimate of Damage. 

A conservative estimate of the damage 
Wrought by the floods in the loss of 
public bridges throughout the state is 
$!.000.000. In some counties not one 
brifime of any importance remains in 
its place. In Columbia today thousands 
of people lined the banks of the Con- 
garee river watching, with more or less 
apprehension, the attacks of the waters 
upon the Gervais street bridge. This 
bridge was burned by General Sherman 
in 1865, and rebuilt ‘in 1872. It is 1,300 
feet in lemgth. At midnight it was stiN 
intact with the river 36 feet above nor- 
mal.

The Savannah river hegan rising rap- 


the dav up to a late hour last 
night. Water from the river and the 
overflowed canal surged down through 
the city until a depth of from six to 
eight feet had been reached in a 
tory bounded bv Fifteenth street on the 
west to the extreme eastern boundary 
of the city. So far as known 
persons have been drowned, but 
identity has not been learned at 
early hour this morning. 

Reports of capsizing boats in the 
current have been received, but 
have been verified because of the 
utter chaos the city was thrown in‘’o 
by the sudden rise of the water and 
resulting confusion.

The fires were spectacular from the 
fact that devastation was everywhere 
and the flames adding new horror, the 
people were compelled to stand idly by 
and watch the new feature of destruc- 
tion. ; 

The local weather bureau issued a 
flood warning Tuesday morning, say- 
ing that the river would reach a 
height of between 35 and 37 feet oy 
6 o'clock Wednesday evening. at whit. 
time it was predicted the river wouid 
have reached its highest point. This 
purediction, however, has been ex- 
ceeded bv several feet, the river hav 
ing reached between 40 and 45 feet, the 
danger line being 33 feet. 

Immediately upon learning the 
weather bureau's warring, those living 
nearest the river began moving out 
for higher places, and by the time the 
water reached their homes, they were 
well on their way to the mills. 

Great Deal of Suffering. 


There is a great deal of suffering 
among the poorer classes of whites 
and the negroes who occupied houses 
nearest the lowlands. When the river 
began to rise people could be seen 
going through thé streets with what 
little bedding and other things thev 
could hurriedly gather up and handily 
carry on their backs. Women,were 
seen with their chifdren in their arms 
making their way toward higher places, 
while the ‘men were driving live stock. 

Thousands of people went to bea 
Tuesday night with the thought that 
they would wake in time to escape 
from the flood, but greatiy. to their 
surprise, they awoke to find them- 
selves surrounded by water and eurt 
off from escape except by boat. 

The cabmen and those possessed of 
boats were quick to see their oppor- 
tunity. and at once began to charge 
exorbitant prices for moving those un- 
fortunate enough to be caught in per- 
flous positions. 

Wading and Swimming. 


Many people in attempting to wade 
or swim from their homes or from 
places of business in the flooded dis- 
trict, to points of vantage, lost thetr 
footing. and only saved their 
from the rushing torrent by catching 
to tree. limbs, ‘or anything else they 
could get hold of.

Maier & Berkele 


an amount neces- , 


THREE SUBSTITUTES | 
TO THE HOLDER BILL 


Senate Gets to Work on the Convict Question—Session 
Consumed by Argument Made by Senator 
Felder. 


One bill and three substitutes are now 
before the senate regarding a reforma- 
tion in the present convict lease system 
and the prison commission. After adopt- 
ing the report of the penitentiary com- 
mittee, the senate heard the Felder bill 
for its third reading. When it wae put 
on its passage, Senators Boyd, Brock 
and Born each introduced a substitute. 
The remainder of the session was de- 
voted to an argument by Senator Felder 
on his bill. The genate adjourned at ! 
o'clock to meet again this morning at 
i909 o'clock, 

President Pro Tem. Steed, in the ab- 
serrce of President Mliynt, occupied the 
chair in the senate during the proceed- 
ings. After that body wae called to or- 
der the report of the penitentiary com- 
mittee was read. Senator Knight obd- 
jected to its acceptance on the grounds 
that no committee had the right under 
the rules te report back any bills ‘‘with- 
out taking action."’ President Steed ruled 
that under rule if¥ of the senate that a 
committee could do this. Upon motion 
of Senator Camp a vote was taken, and 
the report passed by 20 to i4, 

Immediately after this the Felder bill 
wae read for the third time. After this, 
Senator Boyd introduced a substitute, 
which was followed by substitutes by 
Senators Brock and Born. 

The last named snbdstitute is an entire- 
ly new bill, and provides that all con- 
victs left ‘‘over’’ after the apportion- 
ment is made to the counties can be 
bid upon by the counties and cities, but 
not by corporations and private parties. 


Not Anxious to Save Money. 


In the discussion started by Senator 
Knight as to whether tae senate could 
accept the report of the penitentiary 
committee, Senator Brock made a star- 
tling statement !n reply to Senator. Akin 
about saving the state money end time 
by having the senate as a whole con- 
Sider all three bills. 

“In answer to the senator of the forty- 
third,” said the senator, ‘‘tnat we ‘will 
be saving time and money, I wish to 
say I ha've never seen any desire on the 
part of the legislature to save the state’s 
money. If. it nad it could have done so 
during the regular session.” 

After the reading of the Felder Dill. 


Senator Wilkes offered an amendment to 
it. This amendment strikes out in the 
caption of the bill all words referring to 
the abolishment of the prison commis- 
sion, and in the body of the bill the 
first section, which abolishes the prison 
commission. ‘ 

After the substitutes were offered Sen- 
ator Felder obtained the floor, and for 
over an hour made an argument for 
the passage of his bill. He laid special 
stress on the abolishment of the prison 
commfssion, the appointment of a pardon 
clerk and the placing of the giving of 
pardons directly on the shoulders of the 
governor of the state instead of lettings 
it lean on the prison commission as it 
has been up to this time. 


The Investigating Committees. 


Waile reviewing the revelafions 
brought out bv the investigating com- 
mittee, he was interrupted by Senator 
Knight, who asked: ‘If these flagrant 
wrongs had been going on all this time, 
why didn't the investigating committees 
of the legislature, appointed every year, 
find them out”’ 

“God only knows,” replied Senator Fel- 
der. “You can cuss them out all you 
want to. You know all about these com- 
mittees, Mr. Knignt. They get a good 
cigar in their mouth, drink Apollinaris 
water and strut about and say, ‘What a 
big boy T am.” Thank God, that com- 
mittee last fall found out something.” 

Senator Tavlor asked the following 
question: “Is the present system defi- 
cient or the members of the commis- 
sion?” 

To this Senator Felder replied: ‘Pri- 
vately and secretly, senator, it ig both. 
5 do not say any one of them took 4 
dollar or a copper. One of them is a 
very good lawyer, but not a one of them 
are business men. [Tf thev had been the 
state would have been saved a great deal 
of money. It cost Georgia $1,300 to find 
out that J. W. English ‘was overpaid 
$!60, when men were paid to attend to 
this. They neglected to look at the foot- 
ings of a bill.” 

As the situation now stands in the sen- 
ate, the Born bill, which Is the last gub- 
stitute, will have to be acted upon first.

Committee Amendment to Have So- 
licitors Paid Out of the County 
Treasuries When Convicts 
Work en Roads Reject- 
ed When Speaker 
Broke Tie. 


The house proceeded with remarkable 
unanimity yesterday to adopt by sec- 
tions the Holder bill, and by the time 
adjournment was taken, a few moments 
before § o'clock, eight of the fourteen 
sections of the bill had been approved. 

The only serious disagreement came 
when section 9 of the bill was reached. 
A spirited debate was then precipitated 
over the committee amendment which 
seeks to allow county officers to col- 
lect their fees out of the county treas- 
ury in cases where criminals convicted 
by them are worked in the roads in 
that county. 

The committee amendment follows:

Woald Cost Bibb £25.000. 


Mr. Hall. in opposing the committee 
amendment, said it would cost the 
county of Bibb the sum of $25,000 an- 
nually, and in other counties would re- 
sult in a refusa! to use the convicts 
On the roads if it meant allowing the 
solicitors, who are now most liberally 
paid. to dig into the county treasurv 
for funds to cover the insolvent costs 
of the. court. 

Mr. McMichael cited the house to the 
State constitution, which he said inhibit- 
ed a county from following this course, 
as it was equivalent to levving a direct 
tax upon the people for this purpose. 
If the funds were taken out of the 
county treasury ‘when convicts were 
worked on the roads and the county 
received no money in return, he sald 
it was equivalent to a direct tax upon 
the citizens of the county. 

The plan was also vigorously oppos- 
ed by Mr. Ryals. of Bibb. who estimated 
that it would cost his county $5,000 a 
year. 

Those who championed the provision 
were Mr. Butt of Fannin, Mr. Wise of 
Favette, and Mr. Jones of Meriwether. 
These gentlemen quoted from Scripture 
that passage which Says the laborer is 
worthy of his hire. Thev said it was 
but just and right that county officers 
should receive some reward for. their 
labors, even though the county got no 
return from the conviction of crimi- 
nale. Mr. Butt showed that the county. 
received the benefit from the work of 
these convicts, which was equivalent 
to moner. ‘ 

In a. strong argumena in rebuttal, 
Mr. Chamiee. of Floyd, said it was 
clearly a violation of the constitution 
to turn loose county officers in the 
county treasury in the manner provid- 
ed in the bill. He said the amendment, 
if adopted, would cost his county $6,- 
000 annually at a modest estimate, He 
said there would be no limit to the 
subjenas issued and the prosecutions 
of poor attempted if the officers of 
court knew they would receive their full 
fee in every Instance, either out of the 
criminal or out of the county treasury. 

On the tie vote of 65 to 65, Speaker 
Slaton voted ‘no,’ and broke the tie. 

Immediate!v, Mr. Wise, of Fayette, 
introduced a similar amendment, omit- 
ting the solicitor general from the list 
of officers who shall be able to charge 
their fees to the county treasury. 


Amendment Is Reported. 


A constitutional amendment, intro- 
duced by Mr. Alexander of DeKalb», 
providing for the final death of the 
lease system upon the date fixed by the 
extra session of the jegislature, was 
favorably reported by the judiciary 
committee. 

Two resolutions, looking to the im- 
peachment of the prison commission, 
were introduced during the morning, 
one by Mr. Crawford, of Bartow, and 
the other by Mr. Jackson, of Jones.

Thig movement, strict- 
ly a cooperative one, rescued the fruit 
industry of that section from impending 
failure, established it on a tremendously 
profitable basis and developed into an 
institution of such widespread propor- 
tions that it ig now the model for simi- 
lar enterprises elsewhere. He alluded 
likewise to plans undertaken by the 
Michigan growerg along lines identical 
with the Colorado plans. 

A striking suggestion advanced by Mr. 
Kitchen had to do with the advantages 
that would accrue to the growers in the 
purchasing of supplies of every nature 
by a central agency, as an adjunct to 
its work of marketing the peach crop. 

Purchasing Supplies. 


He showed that a central purchasing 
agency would be able to buy crates, or- 
chard appliances and machinery at prices 
much smaller than those now paid by the 
majority of growers, and that every or 
chardist a member of the organization 
would enjoy the benefit of having his 
selections made from the best material 
by men acquainted with each detai) of 
the business. 

“The bane of previous efforts to organ- 
ize producers in any line, peach or other- 
wise, in this section,’’ said Mr. Kitchen, 
‘thas been the superabundance of enthu 
siasm at the outset and the lack of hard, 
intelligent work as the glow of the first 
inspiration wore away. Plenty of men are 
carried off their feet by speeches that 
show them the necessity of cooperating 
to save their sources of income. They 
are even more deeply impressed by facts 
and figures addressed to their povcket- 
books. But the effect, in both instances, 
is likely to be less apparent unless the 
individual ts obligated firmly at the out- 
set, and unless he is in constant touch 
wiih an influence that will prod and di- 
rect hig energies. That ts why the con- 
ference planned for next month should 
provide for a permanent, year-round or-
